Male and Female Minimum Wage 
Order No. 30 (1958) 


PURSUANT to the provisions of the 
“Male Minimum Wage Act” and the 
“ Female Minimum Wage Act,” the Board 
of Industrial Relations hereby orders:— 


Interpretation 


1. That for the purpose of this Order 
the expression “learner” means an em- 
ployee for whose employment a permit 
in writing has been issued by the Board 
who has worked less than six weeks in the 
laundry, cleaning and dyeing industries in 
the class of employment for which he is 
hired by an employer. 


Application of Order 


2. That this Order shall apply to every 
employer and every employee in the 
laundry, cleaning and dyeing industries 
except:— 

(a) Employees covered by another 
Order. of the Board specifically 
defining their work; and 
Employees who are exempt from 
the provisions of section 3 of the 
“Hours of Work Act” pursuant 
to the provisions of section 4 of 
the said Act. 


(b) 


Minimum Wage 


3. That the minimum wage for em- 
ployees in the laundry, cleaning and dye- 
ing industries shall be as provided in 
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clauses (a), (b), (c), (d), and (f) of| for the entire period spent at the place of 


this section and section 4 of this Order. 
(a) Except as provided in clauses (hb) 
and (c) hereof, 75 cents per hour. 


Permit Rates for Learners 


(b) Learners for whose employment 
permits in writing have been issued 
by the Board:— 

55 cents per hour during the first 
two weeks’ employment: 

60 cents per hour during the 
second two weeks’ employ- 
ment: 

65 cents per hour during the 
third two weeks’ employment: 

And thereafter as provided by 
clause (a) of this section. 


Application of Learners’ Rates 


The rates for learners fixed

(i) Two hours’ pay at the employee's 
regular rate, except where the em- 
ployee’s condition is such that he 
is not competent to perform his 
duties, or he has failed to comply

If the employee commences work, 
4 hours’ pay at the employee’s reg- 
ular rate, except where his work is 
suspended because of inglement 
weather or other reasons com- 
pletely beyond the control of the 
employer.

5. Subject to the exceptions provided 
by or under the “ Hours of Work Act,” 
the hours of work of any employee shall 
not exceed 8 in the day and 44 in the 
week. 


No Deduction for Accidental Damage 


6. That no charge or deduction from 
the wages of any employee shall be made 
by any employer for accidental damage 
to any article belonging to or in the 
custody of the employer, or as a penalty 
for unsatisfactory work. 


Payment of Wages 


7. That every employer shall, at least 
as often as semi-monthly, pay to each of 
his employees all wages and salary earned 
by the employee up to a day not more 
than 8 days prior to the date of payment. 


Thirty-two-hour Rest Period 


8. (1) That every employee shall be 
given a rest period of 32 consecutive 
hours weekly, of which he shall be duly 
notified by his employer. 


(2) That in exceptional cases where it 
is recognized that the provisions of sub- 
section (1) of this section are unsuitable, 
and when the employer and employees 
concerned make application in writing 
that a different arrangement regarding a 
rest period in respect of such employer 
and employees be approved by the Board, 
the Board may approve of such arrange- 
ment, and thereupon the arrangement so 
approved shall be applicable to the said 
employer and employees in lieu of sub- 
section (1) hereof. 


9. That every employer shall post and 
keep posted in a conspicuous place in his 
establishment, so that all employees 
affected thereby may have ready access to 
and see the same:— 


Order to be posted 
(a) A copy of this Order. 


Shifts to be Posted 


(b) A schedule setting out the daily 
shifts and intervals free from duty 
of each occupational group of his 
employees. 


Records to be Kept 

10. (1) That every employer shall 
keep in his establishment a true and cor- 
rect record in the English language of the 
wages paid to and the hours worked each 
day by each of his employees, together 
with a register in the English language of 
the names, ages, occupations, and resi- 
dential addresses of all of his employees. 

Records to be Produced 

(2) That every employer shall, on de- 
mand of the Board or any person author- 
ized in writing by the Board or by the 
Chairman of the Board, produce for in- 
spection all records kept by him relating 
to wages, hours of labour, or conditions 
of labour and employment of any or all 
of his employees. 


Order Effective March 10th, 1958 


11. That this Order, made by the 
Board at Vancouver, B.C., on the 21st 
day of January, 1958, shall take effect on 
the 10th day of March, 1958. 

12. That Order No. 74 (1946), as 
amended by Order No. 744 (1948), estab- 
lishing a minimum wage in the laundry, 
cleaning and dyeing industries, dated June 
25th, 1946, is hereby rescinded.

HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council has been pleased to report 
that a reserve on all ores of iron and 
manganese was placed by Order in Coun- 
cil No. 138, approved January 19th, 1951: 

And to report further that it is con- 
sidered desirable to remove the reserve 
to the extent hereinafter set out: 

And to recommend that in accordance 
with the provisions of section 14 (6) of 
the “ Mineral Act” the reserve on ores 
of manganese and on all ores of iron ex- 
cept magnetite, hematite, limonite, and 
siderite be cancelled: 

And to recommend further that the 
reserve on the ores of iron known as 
magnetite, hematite, limonite, and siderite 
be cancelled for the Mining Divisions of 
Vancouver, Victoria, Nanaimo, Alberni, 
and Skeena, subject to the following 
terms:— 

1. For the purposes of these terms, the 
words “ores of iron”. mean magnetite, 
hematite, limonite, and siderite. 

2. Where a free miner wishes to obtain 
the right to ores of iron that are in the 
Crown and have been under reserve, he 
shall declare to the Mining Recorder 
when recording a claim that ores of iron 
occur or may occur within the boundaries 
of the claim he is recording, and the 
Mining Recorder shall make a notation 
on the record of the claim that it includes 
ores of iron.

3. A free miner who has located and 
recorded a mineral claim on or after 
January 19th, 1951, and who wishes to 
obtain the right to Crown ores of iron 
within its boundaries, shall notify the 
Mining Recorder in writing that ores of 
iron occur or may occur within the bound- 
aries of a claim for which he has a record, 
and the Mining Recorder shall make a 
notation on the record of the claim that 
it includes ores of iron.

4. Where any person has obtained a 
lease of a reverted Crown-granted mineral 
claim under the “ Taxation Act,” or of an 
escheated claim under the “ Escheats 
Act,” and wishes to obtain the right to 
the Crown ores of iron, where such are 
reserved to the Crown, he shall surrender 
his lease to the Crown and apply for a 
lease under section 166 of the “ Mineral 
Act,” and the Mining Recorder shall 
make a notation on the lease that it in- 
cludes ores of iron. In the absence of 
the declaration and notation, the ores of 
iron remain in the Crown. 

5. Where any person who is the regis- 
tered owner of a Crown-granted mineral 
claim wishes to obtain the right to Crown 


ores of iron, where such are reserved to 
the Crown, he shall reconvey his rights 
under the Crown grant to the Crown and 
apply for a lease under section 166 of 
ihe “Mineral Act,” and the Mining 
Recorder shall make a notation on the 
lease that it includes ores of iron. In the 
absence of the declaration and notation, 
the ores of iron remain in the Crown. 

6. Where any person has obtained a 
lease of a mineral claim under section 
166 of the “ Mineral Act,” and wishes to 
obtain the right to Crown ores of iron, 
where such are reserved to the Crown, 
he shall notify the Mining Recorder in 
writing that ores.of iron occur or may 
occur within the boundaries of the claim 
for which he has a lease, and the Mining 
Recorder shall make a notation on the 
{ease that it includes ores of iron. In the 
absence of the declaration and notation, 
the ores of iron remain in the Crown. 

7. The holder of a mineral claim or 
lessee of a mineral lease who has com- 
plied with such of the provisions of 
clauses 2 to 6 as are applicable to him 
has the right to one-half of the iron ore 
within his location. The right to the 
remaining one-half remains in the Crown. 


8. (1) A holder or lessee who has ob- 
tained the right to one-half of the iron 
ore within his location, before removing 
his share of the iron ore from the loca- 
tion, shall enter into a written agreement 
with the Minister that states clearly how 
the division of the iron ore within his 
location is to be made. A copy of the 
agreement shall be attached to the record 
or lease. 


(2) A holder or lessee has the first right 
to mine and sell the Crown’s share of the 
iron ore, subject to the approval of the 
Minister and subject to such rates of 
royalty and taxes that are payable on the 
holder’s or lessee’s share of the ore. 


(3) If the holder or lessee fails to 
produce his share of the iron ore and 
the Crown wishes to produce, or have its 
share produced, it has the right to do 
so and to produce other minerals associ- 
ated in minor amount with the iron ore. 

9. In addition to the work required to 
be done in accordance with the provisions 
of section 49 of the “ Mineral Act,” the 
holder of a mineral claim, within the 
boundaries of which ores of iron are ac- 
quired under the terms of this Order, 
shall do or cause to be done work on the 
claim itself in the third record year, after 
notice given by the Minister lifting the 
reserve, to the value of $700 or a total 
of $800 for that year, and $900 in the 
fourth year or a total of $1,000 in that 
year, and for each and every year there- 
after. 


10. If more work is done in any record 
year than is required, the excess work 
may be recorded to meet the work re- 
quirements of the claim or lease for not 
more than the four years following the 
year in which it is recorded. 


11. Any person who has obtained a 
lease in accordance with the provisions 
of clauses 4, 5, or 6 shall comply with 
the work requirements of clause 9 for 
five years and thereafter until he can 
provide the Minister with a report by a 
mining or geological engineer registered 
with the Association of Professional En- 
gineers of British Columbia that further 
work is not justified at that time. 

And further to recommend that the 
record or lease of every mineral claim 
recorded since January 19th, 1951, shall 
be deemed to include all ores of manga- 
nese and all iron-bearing minerals other 
than magnetite, hematite, limonite, and 
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siderite, provided the said ores and min- 
erals were in the Crown when the record 
or lease was obtained.

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.
